The recent sharp increase in 
crime in St. Louis emphasizes 
the Police Department's need 
tor the budget increase the city 
administration has turned 
down, police officials said to- 
day. 

Major crimes committed last 
month totaled 3642, a 10.2 per 
cent increase as compared with 
August 1957. It was the third 
which 
criminal activity increased 
here. There had been a 7.5 per 
cent drop last May as com- 
pared with May a year ago 

Russell L. Dearmont, vice 
president of the Board of Po- 
lice Comissioners, said the de- 
partment was proceeding under 
the $14.232.352 operating 
budget it submitted to the Es- 
timate Board last spring, al- 
though the Board of Aldermen 
appropriated only $13,592,352 
for the fiscal year, a cut of 
$640,000

‘AP) — President Eisenhower 
today sized up the Democratic 
sweep in the Maine elections 
as a Republican party beating 
there is no use trying to dis- 
guise. 

His reaction of disappoint- 
ment was reported to newsmen 
at the summer White House by 
press secretary James C. Hag- 
erty shortly after the Repub- 
lican National Committee in 
Washingten had supplied Mr.

tests. in which Maine Demo- 
crats won a United States Sen- 
ate seat for the first time in 
47 years.

The 
federal government has asked 
the high court to set that order 
aside 

However, Rogers told Dauley: 

“Because of the possibility 


that the Supreme Court maj 
affirm the decision of the 
Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals ‘overturning the district 
court order), it seems desirable 
that careful plans should be 
made now by responsible of- 
ficials to prevent disorder or 
violence in the event of such 
affirmance. 

“With this objective in mind,

Primary Duty With State. 


“Our federal-state system of 
government necessitates both 
state and national authorities 
in the same geographical area 
at the same time, each operat- 
ing in their proper sphere of 
responsibility The presence 
of one should not affect the 
duty or limit the responsibility 
of the other. The history of 
our republic has made clear. 
too, the wisdom of reposing the 
primary duty for the preserva- 
tion of peace and order per- 
manently with the state author- 
ities 

“Because of this fact. the 
United States marshal and his 
deputies do not propose to 
serve as peace officers, but 
plan to perform their proper 
functions to assist in the exe- 
cution of the orders of the 
United States courts and to do 
it co-operatively in a way which 
will be helpful to you 

“By effective use of the city 
police, other law enforcement 
officers of the state and local- 
itv, with the co-operation of the 
Department of Justice is indi- 
cated, it is hoped that mob 
violence and disorder may be 
prevented. Surely our national 
interest requires all public of- 
ficials who have responsibility 
in this matter to strive earnest- 
ly and resolutely to that end.” 

Injunction Suggested. 

Rogers’ letter to the schoo! 
board president suggested the 
board give consideration to 
seeking an injunction against 
anyone who opposes any in- 
tegration order by unlawful 
acts 

The letter recalled that the 
Court of Appeals at St. Louis, 
in canceling the proposed delay 
in integrationu at Central, had 
observed that the Little Rock 
school board never sought an 
injunction against those who 
fought the board's integration 
plan through violent demon- 
strations. That court said the 
injunctive process had “appar- 
ently proved successful in the 
Clinton, Tenn., and Hoxie, 
Ark. situations” during the 
last two years when violence 
flared at schools in those cities 

The Attorney General told

The United States Navy was 
sticking to its guns in spite of 
Chinese Communist and Rus- 
Sian threats, but there were no 
new reports today of American 
naval vessels convoying Na- 
tionalist supply vessels through 
the Communist blockade of the 
olf{shore islands. 

Bad Weather Blamed. 

(‘The Associated 
bad weather forced cancella- 
lion of an attempt to get a 
third supply convoy to Quemoy 
in daylight today with United 
states escort to the three-mile 
limit 

A Nationalist Chinese air 
force plane did get through 
the blockade this morning and 
landed on an emergency strip 
on the Quemoy beach during 
the bombardment with three 
American and two Chinese cor- 
respondents on board. A first 
attempt was thwarted when an 
air raid alert sounded and the

“We can try to sneak in at 
night without American escort 
and perhaps escape trouble.’

Asked whether the United 
States would recommend that 
the Chinese Nationalist regime 
on Formosa, with which this 
country has a defense treaty, 
evacuate the Quemovs and 
Matsus if the Chinese Commu- 
nists forego the use of force 
to obtain territorial objectives, 
Dulles declined to say because 
the answer would involve the 
rights and interests of an ally. 
Calls Firm Stand Necessary, 


Dulles compared the situa- 
tion in the Formosa Straits to 
the Berlin blockade and the 
Korean war in the sense that, 
in his view, the United States 
must take a firm stand. If it 
falls back its position would 
be weakened and America’s al- 
lies would feel this country Was 
not dependable, Dulles said 

The Secretary stressed 
throughout an unusually long 
conference his belief th 
United States support of. the 
Chinese Nationalists should be 
regarded in a much wider con- 
text than a fight over several 
small islands. The position of 
this country in the westefra 
Pacific is at stake, he said. 

Dulles said that, this morh- 
ing, United States Ambassador 
Jacob D. Beam in Warsaw got 
in touch with Ambassador 
Wang Ping-nan of Communist 
China and told Wang that the 
United States is ready to start 
talks at any time on easing 
tension in the Formosa area. 

The fact that these talks 
were in prospect was one rea- 
son cited by Dulles for the 
United States not “rushing” to 
the United Nations with the 
Formosa problem. The other 
reason, he said, was that indi- 
cations were the Chinese Com- 
munists would not recognize

Hopes for Agreement. 


Dulles said he hoped the 
talks, resumption of which was 
proposed last week by Chinese 
Communist Premier Chou En, 
lai, would result in an agree- 
ment on some method of oper- 
ating. He indicated he thought 
it was too much to hope that 
issues would be resolved. 

The ambassadorial talks 
were suspended last December. 
The resumption proposed by

Dulles said the hoped-for 
agreement in the ambassa- 
dorial talks might take the lines 
of a renunciation of force or 
something more specific. He 
said he did not want to dis- 
cuss the possibilities 

When a reporter noted that 
both the Communists and the

Unemployment De- 
creases 600,000 as 
Students Return to 
Schools.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9— 
Employment in the United 
States in August reached a sea- 
sonal high for the year of 65,- 
400.000. while unemployment 
dropped by 600,000 during the 
month to 4,700,000, the Gov- 
ernment reported today. 

In a joint statement, Secre- 
tary of Labor James P. Mitch- 
ell and Secretary of Commerce 
Sinclair Weeks said the drop 
in unemployment was princi- 
pally among young workers 
who found jobs and students 
who withdrew from the labor 
market to go back to school. 

Those are normal develop- 
ments for this time of year. 
The report said no significant 
change took place in August 
in the number of unemployed 
adult workers. In the month, 
the seasonally adjusted rate of 
unemployment was 7.6 per 
cent, compared with 4.3 per 
cent in August last year. 

When the business downturn 
was in its early stages in Au- 
gust 1957. the number of per- 
sons emploved was 66,385,000 
or 1.073.000 more than the 
present figure. The number of 
unemployed then was 2,609,000. 

Unemployment last month 
fell materially below the 5.- 
000,000 mark for the first time 
since January, but the number 
of unemployed workers 25 
years of age or older was vir- 
tually the same as in June and 
July, and the jobless rate 
among factory workers also was 
virtually unchanged. 

While there continued to be 
improvement in the steel in- 
dustry, jobs in the automobile 
industry persisted in a declin- 
ing trend. 

Farm employment was al- 
most unchanged in August 
with a total of 6.- 
600,000 persons employed. 
Ordinarily there is a reduc- 
tion in August. The Govern- 
ment said the current stability 
was caused by the low level of 
farm operations in July, when 
weather was bad

LAS VEGAS. Nev.. Sept. 9 
(AP)—Explosion of an atomic 
weapon from a balloon will 
set off the final phase of the 
United States’s 1958 nuclear 
test series about Sept. 15, the 


Atomic Energy Commission an- | 


nounced yesterday. 

The AEC did not specify the 
size of the weapon, but has an- 
nounced that all of the 10 
scheduled tests at the Nevada 
test site will be relatively 
small. The largest, it said, will 
be in the range of 20 kilotons, 
equal to the force of 20,000 
tons of TNT. 

The second shot at the test 
site 90 miles northwest of here 
is scheduled for Sept. 25. This 
will be detonated atop a 50-foot 
tower, the lowest firing plat- 
form ever used in Nevada. 
Several of the explosions will 
be in deep underground tun- 
nels. All 10 tests will be open 
to observation by newsmen.

ANOTHER PLEA 
MADE FOR DELAY

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 
The Supreme Court had before 
it today another plea by the 
Little Rock Board of Education 
for delay in the racial integra- 
t program in the Arkansas 
capital's Central High School. 
The petition’ for a writ of | 
certiorari was filed in accord- | 
ance with the-instructions of 
thé court at a special session 
Sug. 28. The board, the Na- 
tfopnal Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
and the Department of Justice 
are to file briefs on the merits 
of the case. The court will hear 
oral arguments Thursday 
"This case calls for a deci- 
sion more far-reaching, studied 
and comprehensive than the 
superticial treatment accorded 
the matter in the Circuit Court 
of Appeals,” the petition said 
The Eighth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in St. Louis last Aug 
18 upset a ruling of - United 
States District Judge Harry J 
Lemley, granting a 24-year 


suspension of Little Rock's in- | 


tegration schedule. The appel- 
late court stayed its decision to 
permit appeal to the Supreme 
Court The N.A.A.C.P. has 
asked the Supreme Court to 
vacate the appellate court's 
Slay 
No Action Against Mob. 

In addition to the findings of 
the district court, the petition 
continued, there are other fac- 
tors revealed in the record. 

“Many 
pants were identifiable but | 
none were charged by federal | 
law enforcement agencies,” the 
petition went on. “The pupils 
who became involved in disci- 
plinary investigations were 
being guided by adults. The 
FBI made a full report of the 
Situation; the Department of 
Justice has not seen fit to make 
this report available to the 
school board 

“Nor was the report utilized 
by the Department of Justice 
since it publicly dropped plans 
to prosecute agitators. The 
legislative, executive and judi- 
cial departments of the State 
government opposed the deseg- 


regation of Little Rock schools 
by enacting laws calling out 
troops, making statements vil- 


lying federal law and federal 
courts, and failing to utilize 
state law enforcement agencies 
and judicial processes to main- 
tain public peace.” 
Obstruction by State. 

The action offensive to the 
Fourteenth Amendment (for- 
bidding states to abridge the 
priviliges of United States citi- 
zens) “IS Mass Opposition to in- 
tegration by the people of the 
state and obstruction by the 
state itself,” the petition said. 

Late last month the opening 
of school in Little Rock was 
delayed until next Monday. It 
was in connection with 
new opening date that the Su- 
preme Court scheduled this 
week's actions. 

‘Whatever the answer may 
be,’ the board's petition said, 
“it certainly is not to simply 
return the school district to 
the bedlam, turmoil and chaos 
which has been destroying the 


school district and has emas- 
culated the educational pro- 
gram.” 


Three courses seem open to 
the Supreme Court: It could 
refuse to review the appellate 
court's decision and in effect 
order continuation of integra- 
tion at this time. It could re- 
view the decision and affirm 
it. which also would mean re- 
sumption of the integration 
process. It could accept yester- 
day's petition and reverse the 
Eighth Circuit, which would be 
a ruling for the school board. 

Criticizes State and U.S. 

In the petition the board 
criticized both the federal and 
state governments, and by im- 


plication Gov. Orval E. Faubus, | 


who called out the National 
Guard to prevent integration 
last fall and who has been 
devising various means for

“Thus it would be the height 
irony if the Little Rock 
school ee having made 
the start in good faith, were 
denied this postponement at 
the expense of the entire 
educational program at the 
high school level.” 

Denial of the petition, the 
board said, “would discourage 
any further voluntary compli- 
ance by school districts with 
the Brown decision (directing 
integration.)”

Gibbons was appointed trus- 
tee of Local 245 in September 
1954 by the international union, 
a document introduced in evi- 
dence showed. Rogers testified 
that following this. Richard 
Kavner, an aid to Gibbons, ar- 
rived from St. Louis, “fired the 
local officers and put Barrett 
back in.” 

Shortly thereafter, Branch 
Wainwright was brought into 
the local as an organizer, the 
witness told the committee. 
Evidence obtained by a com- 
mittee 
duced, showing that Wain- 
wright had been convicted of 
burglary and larceny and as- 
sault with intent to rob. Asked 
what Wainwright's function in 
the local is, Rogers replied, 
He controls our local.”

Under the Gun 


Red China's offer to confer at the ambas- 
sadorial level gives the United States an op- 
portunity to improve its perilous position in 
the Far East. But that opportunity can be ex- 
ploited only through a drastic change in the 
Administration's foreign policy. 

The United States and China already have 
held 73 ambassadorial meetings in Geneva 
without agreement. Obviously talking is not 
enough. | 

Nor will it make sense to enter supposed 
peace talks, this time in Warsaw, while in- 
creasing the risk of involvement in war. 
Threats by State Department officials and 
admirals, United States Marine maneuvers on 
Formosa, and above all the American naval 
convoying of ships to Quemoy increase the 
danger. 

One convoyed ship already has been blown 
up. If a single shell or bomb should strike 
an American warship, then what? So far the 
Communist artillery on the mainland has 
been either accurate or restrained, or both. 
But our policy has been placed under the gun 
along with our ships, and Red China is calling 
the shots. 

. . . 

No doubt Secretary of State Dulles assumes 
that the Chinese Communists do not mean 
war, and will be careful not to begin one. 
Whether this assumption is correct or not, 
a policy engendering threats and risks for 
objectives not vital to the national interest 
is folly of the first order. 

If the assumption is incorrect, and China 
finally decides it cannot remain indifferent 
to enemy forces on its coastal islands, the re- 
sult could be a monstrous war. Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev has just warned President 
Eisenhower that an attack on China would be 


considered “an attack on the Soviet Union.” 
His words may be for propaganda but they 
must be taken at face value. 

Either way, brinkmanship is exposed as 
unprofitable as well as dangerous. And it is 
ironic that such a policy would founder over 
two islands of no value to the United States, 


and of no real value in the defense of For-. 


mosa. “Common sense,” as former Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson says, would show that 
the offshore islands “are not worth a single 
American life.” 

. . . 

The Warsaw talks should give the United 
States a means of negotiating a peaceful dis- 
engagement at Quemoy and Matsu. But the 
simplest way to achieve disengagement is to 
disengage. .American forces can be with- 
drawn, and Chiang Kai-shek can be encour- 
aged to withdraw, from the coastal islands. 
This may be unpalatable to Mr. Dulles but 
it is a lesser evil than continuing to risk 
world war for an exiled Chinese war lord. It 
is bad enough to face unpleasant alternatives 
as the result of a mistaken policy, but worse 
to perpetuate the mistake. 

Whatever the prospects for the Warsaw 
talks, there is another avenue for approach 
to a long-range solution of the problem of the 
Formosa Strait. That is to present the matter 
to the United Nations as advised by Thomas 
K. Finletter, former Secretary of the Air 
Force. He says the Administration's policy 
for defending Quemoy is nonsense. 

Has the policy of bravado been carried too 
far for retreat? There is still time to talk 
sense at Warsaw and to invite international 
mediation at the U.N. It is not too late to 
retreat from a unilateral policy that risks a 
pointless, disastrous war. 


The Sweep in Maine 

Formerly rock-ribbed Republican Maine's 
final September election is one they will talk 
about in the tree-shaded white villages for a 
long time to come. Out of five major offices 
—Senator, Governor and three seats in the 
House in Washington—the Democrats have 
won a phenomenal total of four. The Repub- 
licans held onto but one of the congressional 
posts and there the partys margin was cut 
to only 7000 in a total of 70,000. 

For all practical purposes it was a clean 
sweep. The consequences will have an imme- 
diate bearing on the national mid-term cam- 
paign for the control of the next Congress 
and key governorships in such important 
states as New York, Massachusetts, Pennsy!- 
vania, Michigan and California. 

Undoubtedly the remarkable personal pop- 
ularity of Edmund S. Muskie was a major 
factor in the majority of approximately 60,000 
which the Polish immigrant’s son ran up for 
the senatorship over Senator Frederick G. 
Payne, member of an old Yankee family, who 
bore the urgent indorsement of President 
Eisenhower for re-election. But it would be 
a mistake to attribute a Democratic victory 
of such proportions solely to Gov. Muskie's 
winning ways as head of the state government 
the last four years. 

In electing Clinton A. Clauson to the gov- 
ernorship over former Republican Gov. 
Horace Hildreth, Maine has extended the 
Democratic control of the statehouse at Au- 
gusta for four years. The defeat of Repub- 
lican Representative Robert Hale in the Port- 
land district turns out a member of an old 
Maine political family who was seeking his 
ninth term. 

While many influences were at work to 
produce these amazing results, at the bottom 
must be a growing dissatisfaction with the 
Eisenhower Administration. Senator Payne's 
candidacy brought the Sherman Adams-Gold- 
fine influence issue before voters for the 
first time, since the incumbent Senator re- 
ceived a vicuna coat, hotel hospitality and 
an unrepaid $3500 house “loan” from the 
friend of the White House chief of staff. 

President Eisenhower's veto of the de- 
pressed areas bill on the eve of the election 
probably did Senator Payne more harm than 
the White House indorsement did good. For 
Senator Payne was a co-sponsor of the bill 
of Democratic Senator Douglas of Illinois to 
extend federal assistance to communities hard 
hit by unemployment. The whole state of 
Maine is in effect such a community. 

As of now the two parties go into the No- 
vember election with the Senate consisting 
of 50 Democrats and 46 Republicans. ‘The 
prospect that Republicans can win back Con- 
gress for President Eisenhower's final two 
years is slimmer than ever. 


Denying Common Humanity 

South Africa’s new prime minister, Hen- 
drik Verwoerd, is its most extreme racist. 
And that certainly means that the govern- 
ment will not move to halt the mass “treason” 
trials, in which the real offense is that the 
defendants spoke in a friendly manner to 
members of the opposite race. 

Perhaps Americans with their Little Rocks 
and Van Burens sometimes may feel that 
they live in glass houses so far as race rela- 
tions are concerned. Yet American segrega- 
tionists are a minority, and the worst of them 
have not gone nearly as far as Verwoerd. 

He has been the mastermind of the 
“Apartheid” program pushed by the South 
African Nationalists since they came to power 
in 1948, having introduced most of the re- 
pressive laws now. in force. And on this sub- 
ject, his mind seems tightly closed to all 
appeals of reason. 

Verwoerd is a psychologist trained in Ger- 
many. When plans were made in 1936 to 
provide a South African haven for some of 
Germany's persecuted Jews, he led the op- 
position against this humanitarian move. In 
1937 he became editor of Die Transvaler, a 
party daily which soon was accused by an- 
other newspaper of supporting the Nazis. 
Verwoerd sued for libel, but the court held 
that he had consciously aided the war aims 
of Adolf Hitler. 

As Minister of Native Affairs, he built the 
villages to which some of South Africa's 
Negroes have been removed. He built some 
schools and hospitals for them, too. But these 
facilities are not nearly adequate. The living 
conditions of Negroes employed in the cities 
have grown steadily worse in their ghetto- 
slums. Verwoerd’s “white supremacy” appar- 
ently sees no contradiction in holding that 
South African Negroes, the great majority 
of the population, should live and work only 
by white sufferance. 

The best that the British whites in South 


Africa now may hope for, according to the — 


Manchester Guardian's correspondent, is that 
they may “suffer the worst now and get it 


s 


over with.” That is a sigh of despair. Heard 
around the world, it may start that soul- 
searching which alone holds promise for the 
future. It may help men escape from the coils 
of prejudice which make it a civic virtue to 
deny the humanity of fellow human beings. 


Gen. Vogel, Conservationist 


Gen. Vogel, the anti-TVA chairman of TVA, 
uttered a remarkable credo of natural re- 
source conservation to the conference of the 
Kaskaskia Valley Association. TVA came into 
being, he said, because of “an idle uncon- 
trolled river, a depressed economy, depleted 
soil, little or no industry, and a great need 
to remedy these ills in a hurry. Similar con- 
ditions are found today in few, if any, river 
valleys in the United States, and that is why 
it is unlikely a new valley authority will be 
created in this country.” 

In other words, the job is all done. A more 
unenlightened statement on national resource 
development, coming from a person actually 
engaged in that work and therefore pre- 
sumably on at least speaking terms with it, 
would be hard to imagine. 

The fact is that 50,000,000 acres of land 
throughout the United States are still so 
badly depleted that they are useless, and 
another 50,000,000 are rapidly becoming use- 
less—a total area equal to all the cropland 
in Illinois, Ohio, Maryland and North Caro- 
lina combined. The great Pacific Northwest, 
power-hungry for two decades, is being short- 
changed by abortive private developments on 
the Columbia river system which are fore- 
closing full realization of the mighty power 
potential there. The Great Plains are suffer- 
ing for industries. 

But Gen. Vogel, by his own account, knows 
nothing of all this. And if he did know, he 
would hardly think the brilliant managerial 
principle of TVA, which has now been copied 
round the world, would have any application 
to America’s own conservation problems. 


Ernie Banks vs. the Babe 


Just one major question remains in the 
1958 baseball season—pre-World Series, that 
is. With a lead of a dozen games there is no 
doubt whatever about the Yankees flying the 
American League flag when October sets the 
hills ablaze with red and gold. And the Na- 
tional League's second place Pirates, after 
playing the Braves seven tell-tale games, and 
breaking even with them, 11 to 11, for the 
season, are still seven games behind. The 
one question unanswered is: Will Ernie Banks 
catch up with Babe Ruth's record of 60 home 
runs in a regular season? The Cubs’ short- 
stop hit No. 44 Sunday in a home game off 
Gomez of the Giants. That tied his 1955 per- 
formance when he set an all-time mark for 
big-league shortstops. So whether he catches 
Babe Ruth he doubtless will set another 
record in topping his own mark. What he 
really needs is a day like the Bambino’s Sept. 
6, 1927—three homers off the Red Sox. Give 
Ernie Banks just one Saturnalia and he will 
be right at George Herman’s jogging heels. 


King Kerosene and the Jet 


King Kerosene, forced to abdicate two gen- 
erations ago as the principal distillation of 
petroleum, is making a comeback on the 
wings of the new jet airliners now undergoing 
final tests. American Airlines, for one, has 
ordered four billion gallons of kerosene to be 
delivered over the next 10 years to feed its 
new fleet of jets. In 1957 the United States 
produced only 102,000,000 galions of this fuel 
that is neither too viscous nor too volatile. 

First obtained from coal and shale by a 
costly process, kerosene is the oldest form of 
refined petroleum. By 1850 its use was wide- 
spread in America. After the bringing in of 
the first commercially successful oi! well in 
1859, the use of kerosene jumped. As a by- 
product it was far more in demand than was 
another by-product, gasoline. Kerosene was 
lighting the lamps of China and most of the 
rest of the world. It was King in America. 

But in the 1880s, competition with Russia 
cut American exports of the fuel 90 per cent. 
Gas lights and electric lights came in. The 
internal combustion engine arrived. The auto- 
mobile appeared. So did the gas stove. The 
production of kerosene finally fell below that 
of gasoline in 1911. The oil industry began 
“cracking” the kerosene into gasoline. Even 
the old familiar can, stoppered with a potato, 
disappeared from the village store. 

Is gasoline, which put the blacksmith out 
of business and helped depose kerosene, in 
any danger? Oil men, a cold and calculating 
lot, assert their refineries can easily adapt 
the yield pattern of crude oil to meet any re- 
quirements. If someone perfects a kerosene- 
burning automobile, King Kerosene may get 
back on the throne.

Truman's statement followed 
a public denial by Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt that her husband, the 
late President, favored the 
principle of right-to-work laws. 
Her denial was disputed by the 


National Right-to-Work Com- 
mittee 
Truman said in a letter to 


California's secretary of state 
he has opposed “right-to-work”™ 
laws in his own state, adding 
“I do not see how I could be 
for them in another.” He said 
he has not made any statement 
on the California matter and 
does not intend to make one. 

Truman said he had received 
a copy of the proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution of 
the State of California. He said 
right-to-work proponents stated 
in the document, in effect, that 
he favored such legislation. 

His letter was made public by 
the National Council for Indus- 
trial Peace, which released 
Mrs. Roosevelt's statement Sun- 
day. Mrs. Roosevelt was listed 
as co-chairman of the council. 

William T. Harrison, execu- 
tive secretary of the National 
Right-to-Work Committee, dis- 
puted Mrs. Roosevelt's state- 
ment. Harrison said President 
Roosevelt likened the closed- 
shop principle of compulsory 
unionism to “Hitler Methods” 
in connection with the 1941 
United Mine Workers strike, 
and stated: 

“Frankly, I do not know what 
stronger indorsement the late 
President Roosevelt could have 
given the right-to-work prin- 
ciple, for the simple reason that 
right-to-work laws make the 
closed (or union) shop impos- 
sible.”

He Was Former President 
of Municipal Opera 
Board.

Nelson Cunliff, vice presi- 
dent of William H. & Nelson 


Cunliff Co., engineers and con- 


tractors, died today at St. 
Luke's Hospital of complica- 
tions following an operation. 


He was 70 years old. 

Mr. Cunliff was one of the 
original incorporators of the 
Municipal Theater Association 


and served as a member of 
the board of directors since 
1919. He was a former presi- 


dent of the organization's 
board, and built and designed 
the theater in Forest Park. 

Mr. Cunliff was born in St. 
Louis. He was educated in 
public schools and attended 
Westminster College, Fulton, 
Mo., for two years. He left 
college on the promise that a 
position he had been offered 
with the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition would qualify him 
as an engineer. He was with 
the exposition from 1905 to 
1908, employed as an engineer 
on the restoration of Forest 
Park after the 1904 world's 
fair 

In 1908 he 
superintendent 


was appointed 
of construction 
of the city Park Department 
and five years later was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Barks 
and Recreation, a position he 
held until 1919. In that year he 
was appointed executive officer 
of the St. Louis Home and 
Housing Association, a position 
he resigned in 1921 to become 
Director of Public Welfare. He 
was welfare director until 1925. 
He was a Republican. 

With his brother, William H. 
Cunliff, Mr. Cunliff incorpo- 
rated the contracting and en-. 
gineering firm in 1927. He was 
a life member of the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers. 

Mr. Cunliff lived at 4525 
Lindell boulevard and had a 
country home in Valley Park. 
His first wife, Mrs. Martha 
Watson Cunliff, died in 1943,

Elizabeth Woldert Cunliff: a 
son, Nelson Cunliff Jr., of Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex.; a daughter,

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Stevenson Back in U.S., Terms _JI|CKFR CITES NEFD 
Dulles Policy ‘Clumsy, Erratic’ OF LONG-RANGE PLAN 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (‘UPT)— 
Adlai E. Stevenson, returning 
from a three-month tour fo 13 
European countries, inciuding 
Russia, characterized United 
States foreign policy today as 
“clumsy, erratic and self-right- 
eous.” 

Stevenson said he _ found 
little “neutralist sentiment” in 
Europe but “an undertone of 
anxiety about the conflict be- 
tween the East and West.” He 
said there was too much tend- 
ency to look to the United 
States for leadership and 
blame the United States for 
everything that goes wrong. 

“I suppose it is understand- 
able in view of the responsi- 
bilities which accompany our 
power and the clumsy, erratic 
and self-righteous conduct of 
our foreign affairs.’ he said. 

Silent About Islands. 

He said the defense of For- 
mosa is a “a solemn United 
States obligation” but declined 
to say whether he felt that de- 
fense should include going to 
war over the Quemoy and 
Matsu islands. 

The former Democratic pres- 
idential candidate said he be- 
lieved Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev’'s latest letter to President 
Eisenhower was written pri- 
marily “for the benefit of Rus- 
sian-Chinese_ relations.” But 
he said, “when Khrushchev 
Says this is a dangerous situa- 
tion, I certainly agree to that 
and I hope that he will use 
his influence with his Chinese 
partner against the use of 
force poy 

Stevenson said he did not 
believe China “will be foolish 
enough to attempt an invasion 
of Formosa.” He added he was 
glad China appeared willing to 
negotiate, and “I hope that the 
talks will proceed promptly.”

Moscow 
has at least 25 per cent more 
population than it can hold, 
and people are crowded three, 
four, five, or even more to a 
room, with disastrous social 
consequences. Young people 
cannot marry, because they 
can find no place to live 
Scarcely any Soviet family is 
without a covey of in-laws liv- 
ing on the premises, and it is 
rare for anv family to have its 
own private bath and kitchen 

Sometimes a single doorway 
leads to a nest of stalls where 
a dozen people live; as a result 
private addresses are very 
complicated Moscow. 
Citizens have their own door- 
bell rings, like users of a 
party-line telephone in the 
United States. If a Russian 
friend asks vou to call, he may 
give his address as such-and- 
such a number on such-and- 
such a street, Block G. En- 
trance F. fourth floor,. Numbet 
17, ring two belis long. one 
short. 

One reason why 
are so thronged at night, even 
in winter, with crowds solidly 
marching down the boulevards 
in broad phalanxes and men 
and women carrving infants 
swaddied to the eves. is that 
homes are so unbelievably 
crowded, squalid and uncom- 
fortable. People, even after a 
hard day's work, rush out of 
doors simply because the cir- 
cumstances of life at home are 
so tedious, if not unbearable 
There is little room in Moscow 
for what living should be about 
—but try to tell this to a good 
Soviet citizen.

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Chef’s Roundabout Way to St. Louis’ 


Henri Vincent, Now at University Club, Once Worked for Maharajah

“SO YOU SEE, MADAME, 
I have not the bad reference?” 

With pardonable pride, Chef 
Henri Vincent leafs through 
the bound book of letters and 
recommendations, from the 
Grande Taverne on the 
Champs-Elysees of Paris, from 
the Maharajah of Hyderabad, 
from leading restaurants 
around the world. 

Chef Vincent, who has just 
come to St. Louis to be execu- 
tive chef at the University 
Club, is the fifth generation of 
his family to cook profession- 
ally. He thinks culinary ability 
is something that is inherited, 
or, as he puts it, “in the blut.” 

At least, it is in the blood or 
in the traditions of the Vincent 
family. It started when one of 
his ancestors—“a grand grand 
grand grandfather, I think it 
was, madame'’—cooked for a 
French prince. His father was 
head chef of Prunier’s in Paris 
for 22 years. One of his two 
older brothers worked at 
Maxim's and the other for the 
Japanese emperor. 

At the age of 8, little Henri 
began his career in the School 
Vendome, washing pots and 
pans and dodging the cuffs of 
his employers when he didn’t 
do the job right. 

It is a painstaking, perfec- 
tionist business, this learning 
to cook. as anv woman who has 
ever flubbed a fondue or mash- 


ed a mousse can tell you 
The eight-year-old appren- 
tice went to work at six each 


morning. did his school work 
in the evening, and was farmed 
out every day to a different 
hotel or restaurant. The better 
kitchens are all divided into 
“brigades,” as Vincent de- 
scribes them, and the appren- 
tice works at each of these sta- 
tions until he has mastered the 
art 

First he learned the art of 
scrubbing pots and pans. Then 
he was permitted to master the 
art of cleaning vegetables. 
Then he was sent to the bakery 
department where some prac- 
tical joker told him to chop 
the flour with a knife until it 
was fine. For this he was paid 
a franc a day (about 16 cents at 
that time) but this was subject 
to fine if he committed some 
crime such as peeling the po- 
tatoes too thick. Sometimes the 
chef de partie under whom he 
worked was “very rude.” 

“Often they bit us,” he said, 
although from the gesture, I 
suspect he meant they hit him. 

Learning to do decorative 


work was a three-year course 
n itself, in which they started 
out making sketches of con- 
tours, worked up to modeling 
with clay in the dark until they 
could do sculptures in ice. 


Nowadays this is done with an 
electric knife and needle but 
at that time the artist worked

in a big ice box on a block of 
ice with chisel, hammer, and 
warm water. 

“Sometimes,” Vincent recalls 
sadly, “just as you had finished 
the swan, you broke the neck. 
Then you had to pay for the 
ice.”’ 

After eight years of this rug- 
ged training, Vincent passed 
a jury and went to work in the 
Grande Taverne restaurant, a 
place whose letterhead was 
distinguished by the name of 
A. Escoffier, the granddaddy 
of them all in the culinary art 
This was, however, if you'll 
pardon an American expres- 
sion, a gimmick. Escoffier did 
not personally supervise the 
souffles but lent his name to 
the establishment, although it 
did have to pass his scrupulous 
scrutiny. 

Vincent was acquainted with 
Escoffier, “who was a _ good 
friend of his father, and re- 
calls him as a man who was 
“very delicate and very diffi- 
cult.” If everything in a dish 
was not perfect, he threw the 


whole dish out. Vincent, too, 
became an artist. ‘Four times 
he won first prize for fancy 
cooking in Paris 


In 1924 he got his first big 
job, at the National Hotel in 
Cairo where, as boss of the 
whole works, he got to wear 
the chef's high hat. He stayed

there three years, went on to 
the Grand Hotel in Calcutta. 
stayed there three years, then 
to the Silver Grill in Rangoon, 
stayed there thre years, then 
went to the PeninsulagHotel in 
Hong Kong where he stayed 
until World War II broke out 
and he went to South America. 
In 1950 he came to the United 
States. 

He thinks perhaps the best 
deal he ever had was in India. 

“There, madame, I work for 
the hotel and also I make all 
the receptions for the Mahara- 
jah of Hyderabad.” he ex- 
plained. “Sometimes he makes 
a party for 3000 people. I ar- 
range. Sometimes he makes a 
party in the jungle. I arrange. 
It makes no difference where 
or how many. I don’t scare 
from nothing.”

THE BOOK READING habits 
of America are poor. About 17 
per cent—28,900,000—read a 
book “now and then.” The ma- 
jority of adults complain that 
they “do not have time.” They 
have time for a minimum of 
Six ' a week at television 
and a few hours at golf or a 
tavern or a movie, or just sit- 
ting, wondering what to do 

If vou are not aware of the 
wonderful world of books. noth- 
ing that I write will help you 


to see it. However, you can 
eliminate the literary blind 
spot in your children easily. 


Both of my girls love books. 
They don't read mine—a habit 
they share with scores of mil- 
lions of people—but they read 
books because books were not 
forced upon them. 

I started with comic books. 
I brought them home by the 
armful. The children devoured 
three and four ata sitting, their 
little legs twitching, their eye- 
balls three inches from each 
page. No urging was required. 
I dumped the comics; they 
could read or not read, as they 
chose 

As they got older, I began.to 
sandwich a dollar book about a 


horse, or a dog, in with the 
comics. Their first complaint 
was: “Gee, it’s a good story 
but it’s so long.” My answer 
was: “Don't read it.”” The books

Once a child solos on a 
book, the rest is up to him. 
When I was 12, I used to 
haunt the Clinton Avenue 
Branch of the Jersey City 
Library looking for books on 
World War I. In one I was 
an artillery captain; in an- 
ther, a spy; in a third, a 
devil-may-care pilot.

The Bridge Deck

AN AMUSING EXAMPLE of 
hard work by both defenders 
is shown on today’s four-spade 
hand, which came up at a re- 
cent British tournament, West 
had the contract set when he 
made a pretty heart switch 
which assured his side three 
tricks in the suit, but East, 
with his own strategy in mind, 
overtook his partner's trick 
and managed to defeat declar- 
er anyway by the leac of an- 
other suit,

West opened the ace of clubs 
and when he got a look at 
dummy, he decided that the 
contract probably could not be 
defeated unless his side were 
able to run three heart tricks 
before declarer had a chance 
to draw trumps andi run 
North’s long diamonds. It was 
necessary to find East with the 
heart ace, but as he might not 
hold the ten also, West chose 


the only heart which would 
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give his side three tricks in 
the suit—the jack. 

Now if declarer plays low 
from dummy, the defense can 
win the jack, ace and king. If 
declarer covers with dummy’s 
queen, East can take the ace 
and lead a heart back through 
South's ten, giving West the 
king and nine. 

But East did some thinking 
when declarer played low from 
the board on the lead of the 
heart jack. Partner might be 
leading from the jack-ten-nine. 
In that event, if East took the 
jack, with the ace and sent 
back a club, he would have a 
chance to save game. But if he 
ducked, South would win the 
heart king and play the ace 
and king of spades. When West 
showed out on the second 
round, declarer would take the 
proven finesse of the spade 
ten, draw the last trump from 
Fast and very possibly run six 
diamond tricks for six-odd, los- 
ing only to the club ace. 

So East. took the ace of 
hearts at trick two and led the 
king of clubs, forcing South to 
ruff on the board with the 
five of spades. Now declarer 
played the king and ace of 
spades and when the spades 
broke 4-1, he was down. He 
continued the queen of spades: 
then led diamonds, and East 
ruffed the second round, cashed 
the queen of clubs and led a 
club for South to ruff. 

Now declarer led a heart and 
West went in with the king for 
the opponents’ fifth trick. De- 
clarer took the last two tricks 
with the heart queen and his 
remaining spade, but he was 
down two, losing two clubs, 
two hearts and a diamond ruff.

BEFORE MAN sets foot on 
the moon, many unmanned ve- 
hicles will have paved the way. 

A rocket weighing about 
120,000 pounds would be nec- 
essary for carrying an 
bomb to the moon, using the 
ICBM guidance system already 
operable. Many of the phe- 
nomena accompanying an A- 
bomb explosion on earth de- 
pend on the surrounding air, 
and on the airless moon there 
will be differences. Nonethe- 
less, several thousand tons of 
the lunar surface material 
might be vaporized and made 
incandescent, so a spectroscope 
attached to a large telescope 
might permit us to determine 
the composition of the mate- 
rial. The behavior of the ex- 
plosion may also tell us the 
degree of compacting and the 
depth of the dust layer, at least 
at that point of the moon's sur- 
face.

George H. Clement of the 
Rand Corp. has proposed the 
next step —a carefully - instru- 
mented payload that would 
land gently on the moon.

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: 
I am inquiring about a condi- 
tion that has bothered me for 
some time. For several years 


I have had small black and blue 
marks appear on my arms, the 
backs of my hands, and on my 
knees and legs. They are about 
the size of a dime and remain 
about two or three days. I be- 
lieve it is bleeding under the 
skin as I know thev are not 
bruises. [ have mentioned it 
to my doctor who just ignores 
it. It would relieve my anxiety 
if vou would tell me the cause 


of this condition and if it is 
serious. Mrs. V. S 
ANSWER: If your doctor 


knew how worried you really 
are, I am sure he would go 
further. Tell him exactly how 
you feel about it. He will 
probably order a blood ex- 
amination to check on bleed- 
ing time, coagulation time 
and a “blood platelet” count. 
Chances are he hasn't already 
done so because he finds 
nothing on examination to 
cause him concern. 


DEAR DR. STEINCRORN: I 
am a woman 69 years of age. 
For years I have suffered with 
cramps in my legs at night. I 
have tried aspirin and calcium 
lactate pills, but I still get 
them. I may go a few weeks 
without them but they are sure 
to return. When they do lI 
have to jump out of bed five 
or six times a night and walk 
around the floor. The pain is 
very bad. Most often I get 
it in my\ calf of the leg 
and in the fleshy part between 
the knee and thigh.

‘Unfinished Business’ 


BRUSSELS (Delayed). 

DELEGATIONS HERE for the meetings of the World 
Federation of United Nations Associations were invited the 
other night to visit the German Pavilion at the World's 
Fair. Tables were arranged out on a high terrace and re- 
freshments were served. Everyone enjoyed sitting around 
in the cool evening air and looking at the lighted buildings. 
I think the fair is even more attractive at night than in the 
daytime. Certainly, the United States building is beautiful 
when lit up at night. 


I was told by some of the people at the fair 
that our commissioner general had removed a part 
of our exhibit that was called “Unfinished Busi- 
ness.” This section had showed that we still had 
some slums to do away with, and I imagine these 
slums were in both rural and city areas. It also 
dramatized the race question, which is still “unfin- 
ished business” with us. 


Two things that almost any foreigner invariably brings 
up in conversation today are the situation in Little Rock 
and the story of the Negro who has been condemned to 
death for stealing a small sum of money from an elderly 
woman. 

Removing this “Unfinished Business” exhibit from our 
pavilion, however, will hardly take it out of the minds of 
foreigners visiting our building. I think it prohably would 
have helped us rather than hurt us to show that we still 
felt there were things left undone. I, for one, am very 
sorry that there was enough influence brought to bear to 
remove something about which practically every foreigner 
knows. In such a situation I think it is better to acknow!l- 
edge one’s failures or one’s “unfinished business.” 


A nation like ours, where we have such good 
communications, cannot hide for long certain con- 
ditions that really exist. Fortunately, however, in 
the newspapers here at least, alongside a state- 
ment by Gov.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP) 

FOR TWO YEARS various 
people have been urging Mil- 
ton Berle to return to televi- 
sion on a regular basis. For 
two years Berle has been say- 
ing that an hour a week is 
too much, that even eight or 
10 hour-long shows in a sea- 
son is too much. 

Then, after he convulsed a 
national audience at the Emmy 
awards presentations and ap- 
peared in a straight dramatic 
role on “Kraft Theater” sev- 
eral months ago, something in- 


teresting happened. The public 
began urging him to come 
back. Thousands of letters 
poured in, saying in effect, 
“We want Berle.” 

So Milton Berle will return 
to weekly television Oct. 8 
with a half-hour show which, 
he says, has “a no format for- 
mat.” He comes back a far 
more relaxed man than the 
comedian who quit television 
two years ago, vowing never 
to return.
